Three Hundred People on a Ferry, 
boat Become Terror Stricken. 
New York, Dec. 18.—A collision be­ 
tween the ferryboat Stein way, plying 
between New York and Long Island 
points, and the freight steamer Ma­ 
rion, threw the 300 passengers of the 
ferryboat into a panic and resulted in 
serious injury of three men of the 
crew of the Marion. 
The crash came

crowded. 
The freighter struck the 
ferryboat bow-on and stove a hole in­ 
to tho port side, throwing the occu­ 
pants off their feet and precipitating 
the wildest kind of a panic.

WILL BE DONE 


Never in the History of the Coun­ 


try Around Brainerd has so 


Little Been Planned 


SEVERAL REASONS ARE GIVEN 


Much Burned Over Lands and In­ 


crease in Use of Cement 


Diminish the Demand 


Never since Brainerd was in exist­ 
ence has there been so little logging 
in the leiritory tributary to it as 
this year. 
This is of course mainly be­ 
cause of the fact that the territory has 
been largely cut over, but this is by no 
means the only reason. 
Those who 
have small bodies of timber] and had 
reason to expect a market at good 
prices are unable to contract even the 
few logs they have. 
The Minneapolis 
mills are one after another cleaning up 
their odds an I ends and going out fof 
existence, which curtails the market 
for logs available for banking on the 
Mississippi and its tributaries. 
There 
have been thousands of acres of pine 
lands in the northwestern portion of 
the state burned over this season and 
the timber on this land must be used 
this year to be of value. 
The result is 
that there is little demand for green 
timber. 
The increase in the use of cement as 
a building material is abo a potent 
factor in the decrease in the demand 
for lumber. 
Through southern Minne­ 
sota, Iowa, Wisconsin and Illinois, and 
in fact in every farming section of the 
Union barns are being built by the hun­ 
dreds of cement blocks, In many in- 
tances the roofs being constructed 
entirely of iron and steel. Tois reason 
is given by many lumber men as the 
principal cause for the flight demand 
for lumber.

FLASHLIGHT PILOT SIGNAL. 


Electric Device to Work In Connection 
With Steamship Whistles. 
No longer will it be necessary for 
•teambout pilots to keep their ears 
wide open to bear un approaching ves­ 
sel's whistle in the night, according 
to Captain John Dockerty, In com­ 
mand of the Patchogue, one of the 
largest tugboats belonging to the Loug 
Island Railroad company’s fleet, says 
the New York Herald. Captain Dock 
arty has installed a flashlight signal 
system Just below the powerful wbis 
tie of the lug boat that flashes the jig 


aal In bright electric light as the who 
tie is blown. 
Nine electric lamps of fourteen can 
die power eat Ii. with individual reflect 
ors behind them, are placed one above 
another in a weather tight glass case 
with solid back. 
This case Is on a 
standard aud higher than the roof of 
the pilothouse and lower than the whis­ 
tle, so as not to obstruct the sound. 
The whistle cord Is connected to an 
Ingenious switch, and as it la pulled for 
long or short, single or double blasts in 
the night the flushes from the lamps 
appear simultaneously. 
Captain Dockerty says the invention 
Is invaluable for the night where the 
whistle may get out of order. 
It also 
allows pilots In the cold winter nights 
an opportunity to keep pilothouse win­ 
dows closed, as tho lights are abso­ 
lutely accurate In action.

One cup brown sugar, cup molasses, 
half cup butter, cup strong coffee as 
for table one egg or yolk of two, four 
even cups flour, heaping teaspoon soda 
in the flour, one tablespoon cinnamon, 
teaspoon cloves, two pounds raisins, 
one-fourth pound citron. 
Soften the 
butter, beat with the sugar, add the 
egg, spices, molasses and coffee, then 
the flour and lastly the fruit dredged 
with a little flour. 
Bake one hour in 
moderate oven, or make in two small 
loaves which will bake in short time.

LITTLE LOGGING 
WILL BE GONE 


Never In the History of the Coun­ 
try Around Brainerd has so 
Little Been Planned 


SEVERAL REASONS ARE GIVEN 


Much Burned Over Lands and In­ 
crease in Use of Cement 
Diminish the Demand 
Never since Brainerd was in exist­ 
ence has there been so little logging 
in the territory tributary to it as 
this year. This is of course mainly be­ 
cause of the fact that the territory has 
been largely cut over, but this is by no 
means the only reason. Those who 
have small bodies of timber] and had 
reason to expect a market at good 
prices are unable to contract even the 
few logs they have. The Minneapolis 
mills are one after another cleaning up 
their odds and ends and going out {of 
existence, which curtails the market 
for logs available for banking on the 
Mississippi and its tributaries. There 
have been thousands of acres of pine 
lands in the northwestern portion of 
the state burned over this season and 
the timber on this land must be used 
this year to be of value. The result is 
that there is little demand for green 
timber. 
The increase in the use of cement as 
a building material is also a potent 
factor in the decrease in the demand 
for lumber. Through southern Minne­ 
sota, Iowa, Wisconsin and Illinois, and 
in fact rn every farming section of the 
Union barns are being built by the hun­ 
dreds of cement blocks, In many in­ 
takes the roofs being constructed 
entirely of iron and steel. Tnis reason 
is given by many lumber men as the 
principal cause for the .light demand 
for lumber.

FLbfcrfY AMONG DIPLOMATS 


Caused by Report That Venezuela Had 
Declared War on Holland. 
Washington, Dec. 18.—Something of 
a flurry was caused in diplomatic cir­ 
cles here over the reports which gen­ 
erally obtained that Venezuela had 
declared war against Holland. These 
reports had their foundation in the 
dispatch vfchioh came to the state de­ 
portment by way of Bogota from Ca­ 
racas, saying that the government had 
declared a state of war. It was foon 
pointed out, however, that this an­ 
nouncement was based on Vice Presi­ 
dent Gomez’ declaration that 
the 
country is in a state of defense be­ 
cause of Holland’s act in seizing the 
coast guardship Alexis. 
Officials interested in the situation 
profess to see no actual difference 
between a “state of war,” and a “state 
of defense,” taking the position that 
it is a case of distinction without a 
difference. A renewal of the demon­ 
strations against the administration 
of President Castro would not be sur­ 
prising to the state department. 
Should the feeling against the presi­ 
dent develop to the extent of an open 
revolution and consequent overthrow 
of his government, the state depart 
mcnt, it is understood, would lose no 
time in resuming diplomatic inter­ 
course with the new administration.

Constantinople, Dee. 18.—A new 
constitutional government was inau­ 
gurated here with every sign of suc­ 
cess. Brilliant weather favored the 
ceremonies attending the opening of 
the new parliament, which was elect­ 
ed under the constitution promulgated 
by the sultan last July, and every­ 
thing passed off without the slightest 
disorder. 
Any fear that the sultan may have 
had ac to the temper of his subjects 
was dispelled by the ample display of 
whole hearted enthusiasm. The fact 
that the sultan came out openly to 
meet his people on this auspicious 
occasion has gone a long way toward 
removing the effects of past evils 
which have been attributed to the 
palace rule. 
The streets are full of life and the 
city la brilliantly illuminated. 
‘The opening of the parliament was 
Characterized by muck solemnity. Two 


hundred deputies and senators, to­ 
gether with the chiefs of various reli­ 
gious communities, a large number of 
other state dignitaries and ministers 
and heads of the diplomatic missions 
were present. With the exception of 
the sultan’s six sons in the box ad­ 
joining th* imperial box no other 
princes were present. 
After the reading of the speech 
from the throne there was a flourish 
of trumpets and the troops massed 
outside 
the 
building 
gave 
three 
cheers for the sultan, while artillery 
salutes In different quarters of th< 
city and suburbs announced the event 
to the whole population. 
Never before have such crowds 
been seen on the street, a remarkable 
feature being the great number of 
Turkish women filling the windows 
and balconies aiong the line of march. 
The chamber after electing the 
senior deputy as temporary president, 
appointed secretaries and adjourned 
until Saturday, when the mandates 
of the deputies will be examined. 
Many observers remarked that if 
the sultan accepts loyally the role of 
constitutional 
monarch 
and 
shows 
confidence in the people by appearing 
more frequently on the streets, his 
position will become easy and even 
agreeable, since there is no evidence 
of animosity, nor is there likely to 
be unless the people are threatened 
with deprivation of their liberty.
